Then your first duty, 
after repentance and confession, is 
to mske the utmost reparation with- 
in ..your power." Put briefly and 
crudely, that is Biblical Army teach- 
ing and practice. And with that dee- 
trine at lenst not even our bitterest 
critics have ever found fault. How , 
could-they? 

■■"Following the inculcation of this 
vital principle, wonders have been 
wrought. Reparation to man, even 
though sometimes it may have in- 
volved imprisonment, has brought 
about reconciliation with God— nay, 
reparation to God in the high seme 
of a life of loving devotion and ser- 
vice, Those familfar with Army 
publications can hardly have missed 
such instances again and again,

The Romance of Salvation Open-Air Meetings— Some Striking Illustrations 
of the Good Results that Attend this Method of Salvation Warfare 
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THE best part of the year for carrying on 
open-air ivork is now before iif, and full 
advantage should be taken of the opportuni- 
* ties thus given for pressing Salvation 
1 people in the street* and parks and wherever 
x they congregate. ...... 

The street has endeared itself to every Salva- 
tionist's heart. We sometimes sing, "In the open- 
air our Army we prepare" and indeed the training 
in publtc-speaking that our Converts and Soldicn 
receive there has helped to fit many for the filling 
of responsible positions in the Army. 

A CoIwhj Work 

To conduct, aS tlic Salvation Army doci, in all 
t«arts o£ the world 40,000 out-of-door meetings 
every week, with nn estimated attendance at the 
same meetings of 4,000,000, is in itself a colossal 
work, a heart-enrapturing and Heaven-rejoicing 
work, and far cx«cds anything in the way of open- 
air operations of a continuous and systematic 
■character that has been known in the history of 
Christendom. . 

The General has said, Jesus Christ led lhe way 
in (he adoption of this method of reaching the com- 
mon 'people. Paul followed immediately in His 
track. A31 the great preachers and teachers, from 
Augustine to Bernard, from Francis of Assisi to 
George Fox, from George Whitefield to William 
Booth, have acted upon the same plan." 

Was not the great foundation-stone of Redemp- 
tion's Plan, laid, in the sight of all nations, upon 
Calvary's Hill when Christ was crucified, when 
Hia broken body, bridged the gulf betwixt earth 
aod Heaven there 'neath thunderous skies, and 
moaning winds, and'flashing lightnings, the open 
air making the way for sinners to cross unio Sal- 
vation? 

Yet, like the air we breathe and the bread we 
eat, «re are tempted to forget our indebtedness lo 
this choice blessing, and just because its appor- 
, ttmities stand within our gates we arc in danger of 
belittling the immensity of the possibility it bring* 
lo us, ami of holding lightly our individual privi- 
leges and ctniBemtcnt responsibilities concerning it. 

The Salvation Army's work is the Salvation 
Army's magnet. The church rings its bell and in- 
vites the people to come. We go out with our 
drum, songs and music and throw around them 
those enticing influences that compel them to come. 
Same arc drawn by the singing, others are taken 
with the music, others fall in love with the wond- 
rous story of personal testimony told in rugged 
or cultured lenns, and numbers more are attracted 
by the irresistible power that is exerted by the spirit 
of our street meetings. 

Math Wider Sphere 

Without any reflection upon the hallowed seasons 
given lo us in ou^halts.ive arc bound to admit that 
our meetings on the street are Often more effective 
than those conducted indoors. This is largely be- 
aasc our sphere i& so much wider without than 
within. Many gather around the open-air ring 
Who would never cross the threshold of a Iiuuae uf 
worship; maybe they feel their hearts arc too bad 
to enter any place that would bring them into di- 
rect touch with goodness) maybe they consider 

■ their dolhcs too ragged to mingle with any who 
are more comfortably dressed; maybe they have 
loo little faith in any religion to take the trouble 
to lift the latch of a house of prayer. Certain it 
ii that there are tens of thousands around the 
*w1d who would stand in attendance at an open- 
air meeting from sLart to finish who could not be 
Persuaded to enter a church. Knowing this, wc 
do not marvel that our greatest trophies of graces — 
uioie who have been brought'into the Father's love 
Irani furthest wanderings — have been reached and 

. wed through the agency of our street meetings. 

If ire could gather together those in our ranks, 

m earth and in Heaven, who have been won 

, inrmigh these outdoor meetings, the number would 
« armost incredible, and the varying characters 
would justify lhe assertion that there gather around 
toe skins of our ring all classes of society and 
all kinds of sinners. 

In the procession there would be the Pharisee— 
luct the gentleman who stopped and lingered while 
LhetrcniblitiL' candidate, too nervous to give her 
leetunony, fell hack on quoting thte couplet; 
Only one lite— 'twill noon be past- 
Only nhat'a dnne for JcauJ will last. 
SpHlung to her of the incident six months aftcr- 
Wra, tin's gentleman told her, "Those two line*

Then there would l>e the hrokeu heart on th« 
street— like the poor girl whose hard reekl^sucis 
broke dmvn on hearing a nicther tcIE of lier 
child safe 111 Heaven. Straight from that open- 
tut ring she ivuir, with hastening feet, hack home 
—fifteen miles through the night. 

TIhtc would be the would-be suicide— like ihe 
man swiftly passing, with his revolver, to end his 
misery in the drirkiiess of a ravine on that bleak 
wintry mgJil, having squandered in"s money, sep- 
arated from his wife and buried his diildrcn, who 
heard a tlccp-ioncd vuice saying, "1 was the worst 
man outside Hell, but Jeans loved rue, died for mc / 
and saved me!" He slopped— he listened— he 
wept tuars he had not shed since babyhood. He 
is to-day a Soldier! 

There would be the ragged poor— Hfce the 
hniigry, disappointed woman who. on her way 
back from pawning her wedding ring 10 buy bread, 
heard the Captain explain how Christ loved us and 
gave Himself for ,i & . She cried aloud, "O Lord,^ 
pity me!" Her cry was heard, her soul redeemed, 
licr life reclaimed. She became an overseer in one 
of our Institutions. 

"Pleasa Saw Mai" 

There would be lhe dear little child who slept 
on rags, was clothed in rags, and picfccil her food 
Out of asli-barrels. After listening until the close 
of an open-air meeting, as Hie crowd moved off and 
the procession started to the Hall, she put a timid 
hand upon llie coat-sleeve of the leader, savine-, 
■■Please! nin'mii, please save me 1" 

Innumerable stories could be told as to the good 
accomplished by open-air warfare. Here arc « 
few typical ones: — 

Oti Vongc Street, Toronto, a parly of Salvation- ' 
ists were liolding a week-night open-air. The 
Ringing and the beat of the drum attracted a com- 
mercial traveller, A Soldier was singing "Tell 
mother I'll be there," and the words brought back 
memories llLat made tears course down his cheeks. 
Acting on a sudden impure he went up to the 
singer and, touching her arm, said, "I want you 
people lo pray for ml;." He was invited to kneel 
at lhe drumhead, and there, on the street, lie 
prayed to God for forgiveness. "1 often thank 
God for lending ihosc Salvationists to that par- 
ticular spoi that night," he says. "I don't think 
] would ever have been converted otherwise." 

Down in a Hide Nova ScotFa town tlic Captain 
asked two Juniors to sing in the open-air one 
nighr. Tliev were shy little lassies, but they were 
willing lo do what they could for Jesus, and so 
in cMiavcriiiK tones they sang, "The Bible that my 
mother gave lo me." 

After the meeting one of the little girls was 
stopped on Hie street by a farmer who was in town 
on business. "Say, who was that singing at the 
Army open*air to-night ?" he asked. "Me and my 
sister, sir," was the reply. "Well, that song touched 
me as nothing has done before," he said. "Ah, lit- 
tle girt, f had a good mother, bul the Uible jhe 
gave nit- I have never opened." 

On the following Sunday he attended the meet- 
ing hi lh<i Hall and knelt at thu pumleiit-fonn. 
Relating his experience afterwards, he told how the 
soitg of ihc children had melted his heart and been 
as a message of God lo him. 

Carelca* Sinners Convicted 

Very often careless sinners arc convicted ofain 
through open-atr meetings which seem particu- 
larly disconrnging to those who take part. 

"One vury unpleasant night," said an Officer, 
"wc were holding a service in a poor street-, and, 
.is fax as we cmild tell, no one was listenhip. to 
us. During the meeting a Sister sang 'Ere the 
sun goes down/ and eventually wc marched away 
somewhat discouraged. 

"Nearly three months later I received a letter 
from a yenng man, stating that on this particu- 
lar night he and his sister were visiting friends in 
a house close to where we stood. While the meet- 
ing proceeded Ihe Holy Spirit revealed to him 
Ins need of Salvation, and when the verse, 'Every 
chance will soon be past," was sung, he was com- 
pelled to kneel and give himself to God. - 

"Two months after receiving this communica- 
tion I got a IctLer from the sister, saying that her 
brother had gone lo Heaven the previous week, 
and had left the glorious testimony that all was 
well. She added that through hie consistency, 
five other members of the family had been con- 
verted." 

Another instance similar to the above is as fol- 
lows : A young man, fresh from the Old Laud, 



was boarding just outside a certain city. Care- 
lessly, one Sunday morning, smoking a cigarette, 
lie was musing, "Where shall I go 10-dayf"' when 
suddenly sounds of a Band came floating through 
(he air. He was attracted by the tune "Silver 
thrends among the gold," which had been one 
of ids favourites. "Makes nic think of home," lie 
said. "I'll go and listen to the Army for a while." 

Led Him to God 

He stood around the ring, and goi more and 
more interested. Hearing the announcement of 
a special "Co" inside, hc made up his mind to fol- 
low the Salvationists to their Hail. In the meet- 
ing an earnest worker asked him hey it was with 
his soui, and had the joy of leading bim to God. 
He is now a full-uniformed Local Officer. 

How many friends have been won to the Army 
through open-air work it would be difficult to tell. 
They must be a great host Very often wc have 
heard the chairman at some important Army func- 
tion refer 10 ilie street meeting o( the Army in 
eulogistic lenns. One gentleman who occupies a 
prominent positron in a Western Ontario (own, 
relates that he was working in an office, when a 
young man, and that what hc heard said at an 
Army open-air just outside his place of business 
caused him to seek God. 

In aii Eastern (.own a mine manager was very 
prejudiced against the Army. The Officer in 
charge of the Corps organized a scries of open- 
air campaigns during (lie summer, and this gen- 
tleman got into the habit of listening to them — at 
first through enriosity, and then from a real ad- 
miration of the earnestness of Salvationists. Meet- 
ing the Officer one day, hc told him that his 
opinion of the Army had undergone quite a change, 
and that henceforth he would contribute to its 
hinds and in other ways demonstrate his sympaLhy 
■with, the Movement. All through the open-air meet- 
ings; you sec. 

The- backsliders who hare been reclaimed 
through open-air work may be, numbered by the 
hundred. How insistently the sound of the music, 
or the drum, or perhaps the old familiar songs 
that were once so dear to their hearts, appeals to 
them to make a fresh consecration of their life to 
God. 

What crimes, too, have been prevented by limdy 
open-airs. In an hotel sat a yonng Frenchman. 
Hc had lived a last life, had come to the end of 
his resources, and in a fit of despondency had re- 
solved to take his life. 

Breathed a Rew Hope 

The revolver was about to be fired, when the 
sound of singing caught his ear. He went to the 
window and saw that some Salvationists were 
holding a meeting hi the street below. The songs 
and testimonies breathed a new hope into the 
despairing man's soul, and the newspapers did not 
conic out next day with the headline, "Suicide in a 
Hold." He got converted, and went baek to 
France lo spread lhe guild tidings among his own 

Christians of other denominations have often 
hecti cheered and blessed through Army open-airs. 
In Montreal a gentleman, who taught a Sunday 
School class, got very discouraged over his work 
for God. He had about decided lo give up trying 
to teach his class of unruly boys, when he came 
across a little open-mr gathering of the Army. The 
earnest lalks of the Soldiers, who told of brave 
fights against great difficulties, so impressed hint 
that right on the street Eic consecrated himself 
afresh 10 his work, and went back to the church 
next Sunday determined to do his duty with more 
love and patience. Afterwards he told the Cap- 
tain that it was the turning point in his Christian 
life. 

The great value of the open-air work, however, 
lies in the fact that by means of it the 
Guspel is taken to those who hear it no- 
where else The busy, iion-church-gnmg peo- 
ple who may be found in ali our large cities, 
are reached by the message in the open-air; also 
the pleasure-seeking crowds at circuses, race- 
track meetings, fairs, and on excursion. 

Why not* more enterprise of this sort? The Sal- 
vation Army is charged to take the Gospel into • 
the highways and byways of the world, and tli 
chief recommenda'von in the eyes of many is that 
it carries out the Master's command in this direc- 
tion. Let ua continue the eaqd work, therefore, , 
with ever-increasing seal ana efficiency, for great 
is the need and great the reward.

Slovenly practice should not be al- 
lowed by the Bandmaster, and hard 
parts should not be passed lightly 
over, even if the whole practice is 
required to get through one piece of 
music. Many a time the writer has 
spent the whole of a practice on one, 
march, and two flights on an ordinary 
selection, and he has been well re- 
paid at the end by hearing his Band 
give a very fair rendering of the 
piece rehearsed. fi 

At practice do not, so lo speak, have 
top many itons in the fire. How many 
Bands there arc that generally man- 
age to get through four or five pieces 
in one night? It is impossible lo teach 
your men so mueli, and it is forgotten 
within an hour of. the conclusion. If 
a thing .is worth doing at all, it is 
worth doing well, and that applies as 
imich t if not more, to/ music as to 
anything else. 

_ There arc many things in connec- 
tion with a Band practice not now 
touched upon that arc very necessary 
to a successful rendering of the piece 
practised, and which require dealing 
with scparii1e[y. such as phrasing, 
tuning, intonation, etc. Possibly some 
day the writer may contribute a ehort 
article upon- one or other of the above 
topics and help others, who, like him- 
self, are very anxious to learn all they 
can.

The third poison was venereal dis- 
eases. These diseases in the adult 
were trivial compared to what they 
were in the destruction of infanta be- 
fore and after birth. 

The long- continued alcoholic factor 
was important, he said, in the spread- 
ing of the disease. The first thing 
alcohol did was to strike at self-con- 
trol. It was- a typical narcotic ageut 
—simple people called it a stimulant, 
bin it was not. The first thing it 
did was lo narcotize the highest strata 
of the being, the judgment, for ex- 
ample. It made easier the reflex toc,- 
lians to the lower centres, and reduced 
the resisting power to temptation. 

The speaker summed up five ob- 
jections against alcohol. It lowered 
the resistance to temptation; it low- 
ered the physical resistance to infec- 
tion; it interfered with distnf qction ; 
it aggravated llie symptoms of these 
diseases, and it interfered with and 
prejudiced treatment. "On these 
grounds I believe alcohol to be the 
leading social accompaniment of these 
racial destructive diseases." 

An Enduring Civilization. 

It might be, he added, that there

THE LIGHTEST WOOD 

ACCORDING to a writer in "Raw 
Material," balsa, a tropical wood- 
lighier than cork, is now on the; 
market for a variety of special uses 
that require buoyancy, non-conduct- 
ivity for heat, smoothness, softness* 
and lightness, and speed in working.

ight about one-third less thM 
cork. This lightness results from its 
peculiar cellular structure, wbich is 
said to ditfer from, that o± aUy other 
wood. The cell walls are extremely 
thin; and where ordinarily there 
arc woody fibers, there is in balsa 
practically no ligtufication. TbU 
structure confines within its large, 
barrel-shaped cells a quantity of 
•dead*' air, which represents 92 per 
cent, of the total volume of the wood, 
and which accounts for its remark- 
ably high insulating value. 



TIED UP BY THREADS 

THE City of Dundee, Scotland, 
was without electric power one 
day recently. 

A low tide in the estuary of tbe 
Tay was one of the primary causes 
.of the trouble. The low water al- 
lowed a larger amount of silt than, 
is usual to accumulate around the 
wire walls of the dam through 
which the generating station draws 
a supply of water hy mco-ns of an 
inlet pipe. Among the jetsam which 
gathered round tbc wire walls was 
a qnantity of raw jute waste in par- 
ticles too large to pass through the 
meshes. Constant friction, however, 
with the wire, caused by the wind 
aud action of the water, caused the 
jute to disintegrate, aud the threads 
were carried into the condenser at 
the generating station, where they 
caused trouble.
